DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2,4,6,9-10, 14-16, 18, 19, 21, 24-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claimed a system 
where a rewritable memory card is slidably inserted into a memory card reader kiosk - a system which is 
a transfer appliance including a memory card reader. .and a controller... for user-initiated transfer of a file 
via a network communication link and independent of a personal computer. The kiosk allowed the user to 
selectively transfer a portable audio file directly from an internet-located digital content service provider. 
This is not taught in the prior art.
